CD 75 • 206: Clay Bertrand unknown to Junior O'Rourke (Think this is in ONO) 

CD 75-234: Clay Gould unknown to Deasi Andrews 

CD 244.22-4: CAP members Robert Radelat, Leon Guidry, Roy Clement did not 
know LHO. They were also asked about firearms training and the rifle sling, 
but not Ferrie, 

CD 244.38-43: search for LHO & Bertrand in French Quarter. 38-9 (1 page) - 
interview of Betty Parent. 40- Gus Beeler, Bourbon House, says Thornley's wife 
was telling everyone that he and LHO were friends. Not asked about Bertrand, (?) 
Pp. 42-3: Eric Trumbach, Lafitte in Exile Bar (gay) - Clay Bertrand name sounded 
familiar; determined (he says) to bp (FNU) Burton. Underlined in- original. 

CD 464.13: John Ciravolo, CAP, vaguely recalled LHO. 

3) Interesting enough to mention: 

From Archives letter, 2/14: Negative on Sam Herman; .and Daniel Groth; nothing 
more on Len O'Connor. Only two more pp. on Voebel. CD 61 and enclosures to 
CE 3146 not found. "You ean. request them from the FBI if you wish." JNS is 
following this up. 

75-201-5: interview of Myrtle Evans; like her testimony. 

75-236, 241-3: ints of Paul Edward Murphy & Allen Graf, Marines 

75-244-5: int. of Verna Deane Brown,' Embassy secretary in Moscow. Not much. 

75-247-8: Paul Gregory int. on contacts with LHO 

75-312: this is in the middle of a lot of withheld (Ferrie &c) pages. It is 

only an interview with Harold Henderson, who does not recall LHO as a messenger 
for Pfisterer in 1956. This shows that there is no apparent logic to the 
ordering of pages in each section of CD 75- 
75-353: no record of LHO parade application. 

170. 80-81: LHO not employed by various NO area newspapers 
183.49-50: negative on LHO contact at WSMB 

464.23-25; 28: Mrs. Lou Wylie may have seen someone on bus, perhaps LHO. 

Possibility that LHO had argument with singer Connie Kaye at Bourbon House. 

Don't ask for this yet; we are getting more. 

646.9: Stuckey has LHO interview tape; prefers not to make copy (for FBI ??) 

until original is sold. (This is 3A/64) 

CD 1510-11 : CD 1510 is entirely withheld; it includes translations of items 

which are available in CD 1511. At least some of the translations are in 
CD 1546, not withheld. -From what I have items D-243-50 seem to be nothing 
special. This is stuff they got on 8/28/64, along with a statement from 

Marina that she had provided everything she could think of that would be of 
interest. So, presumable CD 1510 was classified Confidential (it is withheld 
under Guideline 2, classifed material) because of something Hoover said in the 
cover letter - e.g., an opinion on Marina's truthfulness. 
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
